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The Decaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 is insufficient. It refers only to the system described in the above referenced application and not to 
the individual claims of the application. As such the declaration does not show that the objective evidence of nonobviousness is 
commensurate in scope with the claims. Furthermore, the declaration is not commensurate in scope with the instant claims. Any 
differences between the claimed invention and the prior art may be expected to result in some differences in properties. The issue is 
whether the properties differ to such an extent that the difference is really unexpected. The issue is whether unexpected results for a 
claimed range as compared with the range disclosed in the prior art , thus the evidence must show unexpected results, not just that the 
results are better than those of the prior art. For example, evidence showing greater than additive sweetness resulting from the claimed 
mixture of saccharin and L-aspartyl-L-phenylalanine was not sufficient to outweigh the evidence of obviousness because the teachings of 
the prior art lead to a general expectation of greater than additive sweetening effects when using mixtures of synthetic sweeteners. See 
MPEP §716. Finally the declaration is neither signed nor dated, therefore, the dclaration fails to mmet the necessary formality 
requirements. 

Therefore, in view of the declaration being insufficient, the rejection of claims 1-3, 5-7, 9-10, 12-14, 17-21 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Novak et al., in view of Delisle is maintained for reasons already of record. 

The rejection of claims 1-21 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Qi et al., in view of DeVuyst et al is maintained for 
reasons already of record. 
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
